London, May 1.— It is learned from 
siBeial aooroet that there haa been no 
•haiuce 19 the attitude of Great Britain 
toward Nicaragua, the British govem- 

mpnt having no alternative but to iusist 
Qpon a Bettlcmeut of its deniauds and 
not listen to any offers of compromise. 
The United States, it is added, is not 
tBterT«iiliig in the matter. 

Tbe rtport that the British warships 
WUd Swan and Satellite have been 
ordered to Paso de Cabellofl and San 
•nan Del 8ur ixnd tliat Rear Admiral 
6t*pheni!oii liiis cablrtil to London say- 
ing that (Joriuto iH a us(rlos.s possession 
is nnfouudfil. 

In ff^iird to the rt'iioit circuhitt'd by a 
news ngcur.y tliat it \tj the iuteutiou of 
Great IJritain t<j seize ports in Houdu 
ras in order to secure the payment of 
arrears of iutoresf, on a long outstand- 
ing loan, it is pointed out that it is con- 
trary to tiie policy of the British gov- 
ernment to tiike sn(;li action or to infer 
directly to colltjct intereHt on loans. 

AFFAIRS I N N ICARAGUA. 
The AMoeteted Preee* SpeeUU Report Vrmn 

Their AlitimKnii Carre<ipon<l«nt. 
Manaova. Nicaragua, May 1.— Copy- 
ri;.'lit?il, liy thi- Ass-.K'iated Press.— 
No detiuite intormutiau had been given 
out here as to the attitude of Ureat 
Britain on the proposal that her war- 
ships be withdrawn from the port of 
Coriuto as a condition precedent to the 

Saymeut in London, Ifi days later, by 
Ficaragna uf $77,600 demanded 
Great Britain. 

It |t known, however, that oommtini- 
oati<HUt are actively passing between the 
Managua and Woshiiuton govvrn- 
mentii through Senor Qocman, the 
Nicaragnan minister, looking to stcur 
ing Great Britain's assent to the pr<^uipt 
evacnation of Corinto. The actual 
terms for the hiingiug abont of this end 
have not yet been setiletl. bat arrcoidini; 
to the inlOi'mutiou at hand, it can bo 
' stated that Nicaragua i^! vvUling to settle 

the trouble by accepting tlx; proposition 
for a compromise ou «h* lines above set 
forth. 

Tl.e attitude nf tho United States iu 
enilf ivoiing to brim; about a serrlfinciit 
ot the (1- iii-urc (lU'-stionsi involved j> 
lugiily apiJi'i I latod hy those \Mio have 
tlie best iaierc.-ts of Isicaraxua at lieart, 
and it is beiicved tliat eventually 
through the e.\ercise of lier good oilii-' . 
the :!iatter will be sfttlcd peaceably 
with honor. 

Aiiujiig llie lower class of Nicaraguans 
hi* fetli!ig of bitterness against what 
they term t.'ie arrogant and insolent at- 
titude of Great Bn tain inert a.-e.s daily, 
and the loeal authorities at Paso De 
Cal'allos and San Juan del Surhave 
some dithculty in iiit'venting trouble 
over the deiuoiistrations. It is believed 
however, mat liie disorderly element is 
now well iu hand, 'i'iie authorities will 
do everything in their power to prevent 
any lurtiier trouble arising from (he 
animosity against the British. 

When tJie iiritisli took possession of 
Coriuto they found that the town liad 
not only lieen practically abandoned by 
its residents but that every elfovt had 
been made to prevent any but rcid prop 
erty from falliug into tlieir hands. All 
the goods, etc., that had been entered 
and warehoused at the port had been 
removed and no articles of export oonld 
be found, their i-eceipt huving been 
tUspB^ when it became positively 
known that the British would take pos- 
■esilon of Che place. 

All trade at the port has been aban- 
(ioned, and as has before been stated, 
the Paoiflo mail steamers no longer call 
there since the government deobmd tfhe 
place to be no longer a port of antnr. 

Martial law was proolaimed bj the 
government ou Wednesday last, and on 
Saturday morning the Bntish occupied 
the town, landing altogether 400 armed 
officers and men at four different places 
on the island, only to find, as stated 
above, that they had seised a deserted 
port. 

C on^iilerable comment has been caused 
by ti • seeming indisposition of the 
Unit, ii States to more actively intervene 
in tli(> dispute, some prominent persons 
holding tiiat she should have gone far 
in support of the Monroe doctrine, but 
the general feeling is that if the trouble 
is settled honorably to both d isjiutants, 
thanks will be owing to ihe United 

Many prominent citizens have con- 
ferred with President Z< laya on this 
aspect of tlic situation and also upon 
the po.ssilile iie. essity for submitting to 
Great Britain'.'^ ilemands should she de- 
cline to entertani the proposid for a 
compromise. A majority aio anxious 
to coutiuue till' offer to adjust the 
trouble through arbitration and regain 
poMession of tbe teirltery now ander

WASHiiraTON. At^" 1.— At the state 
department the nr" * that Nicaragua 

would pay tlie |T' .3^ within 15 days 
after the departure ot the British troops 

was s ■.Mill. i)^'ly exi)e('ted, t lloUL,'!! no di- 
rect advices have, liceu received \iy tlie 
d<>par(ment. In fact .Minister BaKer is 
now '11 Costa Rica, and there is very 
little coinmunicatiou between this ;.,'ov- 
eruiuent and tho legation at Managua. 

It was learned at tiie department that 
the acceptance by Nicaiagua of tlie 
terms winch have been proposed does 
not mean that the affair is settled. It 
is uuuerstooil that Ambassador Baviird, 
throughout the controversy, has had to 
encounter the difficulty wliich is still 
presented, Tho British government 
wants tho money paid lu the presence 
of the British deeC at Coriuto, or while 
the fleet is still there and the troops are 
iu jKMsesHion of the town. The British 
government, according to a state de- 
partment orfluial, wants the payment 
made as though under duress. 

It is hoped, however, that the offer 
made at tn« suggestion of the United 
btates, and which Managtui advices say 
have been satisfaotory to the Nicuraguan 
government will be agreed to ttj ureat 
Britaiu, though no auni'once to this 
effect has been received. It appears iu 
tins conneotton that the threat of revo- 
lution in Nicaragua has given the 
United States an opportiiuity to urge 
vnth more force a peaceable settlement 
ot the present ditHculty, as such a result 
ot the i:>ntish occupation might serious- 
ly tnre.ueu the Uves and pioperiy of 
United btatos citi;ieu8. 

A.- to the pos.sible arbitration of the 
remaining <luestioiis in dispute between 
Cireat braaiu and Nicaragua, it is uu- 
der.stood tlu t the United btates exjiects 
to be iepi-e>e:iied. and tliat a reipie.-t 
iiy Nic.uaKua that tUc Unne<l Staa ^ oe 
lepre.seiited wal prooal)ly not be reiu.^ed 
uy Great britam.

Malta, Mon , May 1.— Henry Mar- 
shall of Warm Springs Creek shot and 
instantly killed Jesse Davis at 11 o'clock 
last night. Davis was a member of the 
L'ui'iy gimg that recently murdered

(Juinii, had some trouble over an irriga- 
tion ditch and they swore vengeance on 
Marsiiall. 

At 1 Ui'cliH'k one of them appeared, 
masktHl, at .Vlarshall's door. He, how- 
ever, had an inKling of the trouble, and 
the lights were blown out and th(( door 
opened. Ue was lying in the dark with 
three Winchester rifles loaded beside 
him. Davis made a rush for the door, 
and just lus he Wiw about to put his foot 
over the threshold Marshall fired. The 
charge entered his neck, almost severing 
his head firan hit body. TlMothcrman 
ran.

tiK'ky, Shot Ilnwn In a Itamly IIkuh*', To- 
gether With Hi( I'arauiour, Mri. 4<»r- 
dnn— Oordoa BshOMntod ky tho Coro. 
Der'a Jury. 

LoinsviLLS, May l.-r-At separate un- 
dertaking estaUishments in this city 
lie the bodies of two prominent people 
iu the state of Kentucky. One — that of 
Archie Brown, son ami private secre- 
tary to Kentucky's chief executive — the 
other that of ^^Irs. Fulton (iordon, 
prominent becaose of her excellent fam- 
ily connections. The double tragedy 
has caused s greut sensation in this 
city. 

The following teleyjam fouiul in Mr. 
Brown's pocket, no doubt is the diiect 
cause of the doable murder: 

LouiBVILUt, Ky., April 88, 18G6. 
To Archie D. Brown, Governor's Prtva^' 

.'-Secretary, Frankfort, Ky. ; 

Don't writ« any more. Come Tuesday. 
Meet me at S. 10 m. P. M. 

Upon receipt of the above telegram 
Mr. Brown c.nue to Louisville and pro- 
cceiieil to the appointed plaice, which i.s 
and evil rc-ort al 111,'.') Madison street, 
wlieie. at r,' o'clock yesterday, the 
trage.ly o<-i'uired. 

At noon Brown, with (jordon's wife, 
kuix'ked at the front door of Lucie E. 
Hiiiith's M.iilisou street house. They 
weie admitted by Mai tie Mattingly, a 
colored Woman, and iiiunediaiely re- 
pain il to the upstairs front room, wlia li 
ha I liecn previously cnga:,'ed. Thirty 
minutes later a rattier tall, dark h.med 
man knocked at the d(xjr of the hou.se 
anil w.is iulinitted, this \s.i> Puhoii (jor- 

doll. He eilxaj^'ed tlie I'lniil lower room, 

sayiiii; that .i woiii.i:i \\ ■ ulil join hiiii 
shortly. The man cImv. iI ail tne doors 
una a few minutes l.Ut i ,i coai'^otion 
Was heard above, folio-ive i l.y a .succes- 
sion of pistol slujts. I'iieii there was u 
hurrii'd inovenient down stairs as Mrs. 
viordon fled from the scene. A few more 
shots rang out and she fell dead on tac 
porch in the rear yaid. 

Gordon left tho house immediately, 
and a few moments later Brown's corps.' 
was found m the up.stairs room. 

Police tltticers Kciily aad La Paill-' 
were stuiuiia;; at Tenth and Waliiac at 
12. '6 J, when some negro boys came 
along and told them that there had been 
a tuurder at Lucy Smith's house. The 
policemen roshed down Walnut street , 
and saw a man running for a buggy 
tied to a post at the corner of West 
street. 

"The man was bloody," said Officer 
Ke lly, "and I immediately jumped at 
tbe condnsion that he was the murder- 
er. I ran and grabbed him just us ho 
was in the act of jumping into the bu^- 
gy. He hud already untied the horse 
when I aiVived."

Brown had a 
Cidilier revolver, wliich was found 
empty after the tragedy, (iordon imi.-,t 
have liad two jiisttils, as six bullets 
pierced Brown's liody and three that of 
Mrs. ( iordou. 

Just what part, if any, .."^Irs. tiordou 
ttHik in tlu! (les[>«'iate eiu ounter, only 
her hnsltand is in a position to say. 

Two liullets are imbedded in tlie door, 
several went through a window, which 
faced to tlie north, three are buried in 
the walls and two in the ceiling. 

Brown's body presemcd a tiorrible 
appearance, U'lng oovcred with bkHid 
from head to foot. There wei-e three 
guusliot wounds in tho breast, one of 
Iheiii being over the region of tlu^ luiart; 
there wore two wounds in the head, one 
being in the center of the foreliciul, and 
there was another iu the center of the 
stomach and another in the r.^ht arm. 

Mrs. Gordon's b<xty was fonml on the 
celliU' door face downward, clothed only 
4n a cheiiuse and a skirt, and was in 
stocking feet. Her hair was loose and 
was hanging about her head iu a 
tangled mass. Her face wa.i calm and 
gave no sign of a struggle. Her bosom 
was covered with blood and her skirt 
was bespattered with the doid. Her 
hands were tightly clenched and her 
face was smeared "with splotches. 

Mrs. Gkwdou WM Miss Neyle Bosh of 
this dty. and oomes from one of the 
most prominent fiunilies in this city. 
She elocwd with Gordon abont 10 years 
ago aua moved to Frankfort. She was 
about 80 yearn oldiWid leaves t]um chil- 
dren. 

Her mother was once state librarian 
at Frankfort, and her grandfather was 

.Judge Zfwhariali Wheat, chief justice 
of the court of appeals of Kentucky and 
one of the most leained and wstiu- 
guished of Kentucky jurists. 

On account of the liigh family con- 
nection, the murder has caused a great 
sensation. 

Young Brown was recently divorced 
from his wife. When the divorce was 
published no woman's name was con- 
nected with the I'use, but it is under- 
stood that the reason for the divorcu 
lay iu Brown's intimaoy with Mrs.

(jonlon in jail and no one is al- 
lowetl to .see him. He is unhurt, but is 
suffering from nervous priistratiou. 
Gordon stated that he tried to kill him- 
self after shooting Brown and his wife, 
bat the oartrklge failed to explode and 
his hiiid.tv«iMcnw..

jail Gordon stated (7 the oflioer that lie 
had snspeoted the ooaple for some time 
and about a Mreek ago his sospicions 
were confirmed. Ever since he Inul 
kept a watch ou his wife, and yesterday 
learning that she and Brown were at 
the house on Morlison street, he went 
there and the tragedy followed. 

At 8 o'clock last night tlie coroner's 
jury rendered a verdict of justittable 
homicide. 

Governor Brown, accompanied )jy 
Secretary of State Headley, arrived in 
the I'ity from r'raiikfort at ■")::!<) o'clock 
and is .-topping at the Gait House. Ihe 
governor .s iMinplc'tely prostrated iiy the 
sad afi'air.

EVIDENCE ALL IN. 

DOMBt Vni riotiiibly Be ConTlctOd of 
.MiM Williaiue' Mamlar. 

8a» Francisco, May 1.— The evi- 
dence in the preliminary c.Natniiiatioii 
of Theodore Duraiit for the iinirdcf of 
.Minnie Williams is all in, and Polire 
JudgiM "onion will deliver his opinion 
next Tluirsday morning. He rlenied, 
for the time being, a motion of defend- 
ant's I'ouiisel to dismiss the ca.se, he 
also refused to .idiuit Duraiit to b.iil. 

When Uuiaiit was taken to the court- 
rwnn yesterday ho looked pule and 
worn, his confinement app.ireiitly btv 
ginnin;,' to tell ujiou his health. Dr. J. 
8, Barrett, who pcrforiiii'd the autopsy 
on the body of Minnie Williams, was 
on the stand and w;us cross-examined 
for hours by the defendant's attorneys. 
He stated Miss Williams died from as- 
phyxiation and hemorrhage, the former 
caused by rags forced down her throat, 
and the hem^irrhago by severing of tnc 
arteries in her wrist. Other wounds in 
various parts of her -body were inflicted 
after death. 

U. Hill testified that a man resem- 
bling Duraut met a woman answering 
to Miss Williams' description near 
Emonnel church on Good Friday niglit, 
walked rapidly down the street and dis 
appeared inside the dark chnivh. He 
watched them int«ntly, bec.iuse he 
thought the woman was his wife, keeo- 
mg an appointment \rith another m in. 
Wnen he went home, h>wflver, he 
found his wife there. He examine 1 i Im 
entrances and exits uf the church m \t 
day, and found tiiat the pair conid n ■ 
have left the cliurch whiie he wat. h d 
and have c.scain.'d ohservatioii. 

C'lrcmiistaiicial evidence is cne,- 
ping up aii<l the poliee feel nio-e ihioi 
ever eonviiiccd that they have the pc 
]>• t rat' >r of the crimes in the person of 
Duraiit. 

(Jh.iuncey M, .Tohuson, cl'<»-k in ;lie 
state hoard of trade cthihit ro. ntis, says 
that he is ])osi'i\e Durant visited ihe 
rooms on April l'^ last hetwci-ii l:HO a.i I 
.0 o'lloi k in the afternoon in conip.in ■ 
witli a young woman who aiiswe s 
IMaiiaii Williams' d»»scriptioii. He s i 
he noticed the I oiii'le p.ii ticul.irly he- 
tau.-e he leiniesled tlleiii to lea\»at ;i|i' 
closing f line, shortly before .■> oclocii. 
When he saw Durant s picture in tiic 
pap< r he jiazzled over it until he iciiicia- 
bered Durant, as stated. 

When .loliiison went to the register 
book to see what names the couple had 
entered hi^ found that the shc<'t Iw ariii;: 
tlie entries of names on April V,' had 
been abstracted. Miss Williams canie 
from Alameda to San Fraii'isco on fiiat 
day at 4;20 p. ni., but did not reach the 
housi! where she was living until after 
5 o'clock. She weut out that night be- 
fore M o'clock. The next mcn uing her 
dead and mutilated body was found in 
the church library rotnu. 

Durant has all along denied meeting 
tlie girl on that day, while a police 
theory is that he made appointment 
with l^jr that afternoon to meet him in 
the church that evening and there as 
saalted and slew her.

S.\N Fra.vcisco, May 1.— The Even 
ing Bulletin says that 200,000 tons of 
"syndioate wheat," which has been 
stored for two years in the warehouses 
of the late James Q. Fair at Port Costa, 
has been place on tho market. The 
wheat i.i of the crop of 1S0:J, lHt<;t and 
1801. It Is said that tho Lmiing estate 
loaned Fair <S11X>,000 to coi'ner the 
wheat, and that the Luiniig estate 
mana^'euK'iit , nervous for fear that wevil 
might dHinage its .security, ha*^ pres.sed 
tile Fair estuto to take u[) tlu.s loan. 

The IM'v' and l^'Xi whe.it can not, un- 
der the rules, U; sold ou Chaugt', so the 
wheat w ill Ije advertised for buyers gen- 
erally. The wheat is e.stimated to l)e 
worth *1,H00,(KM). Whether .sold here 
or not, getting .so large a quanrity of 
wheat out of fiort will be a problem 
Negotiations have b«tui made for a ship- 
ment of part of the wheat by rail to 
New Orleans, thence to Liverpool. It 
would require 8,000 ears to move half of 
the stored wheat. To shin aU the 
wheat to Uveipool would tale 7S vs» 
sels.

LojfDON, May 1.— The Times publishes 
a dispatcli from Kobe, dated April 20, 
saying that there is no mistaking the 
fact that there is evidence of a serious 
crisis in the relations bi'tween .Iai>an 
anil liussia.

Cuntinuing The Times correspondent 
says: "Information reaches nie from a 
reliable source at Hiroshima that the 
ministry have adopted a resolute atti- 
tude a^nst Russian dictation. They 
deny Russia's right to interfere and 
even contemplate a defiance on Bnsiia, 
believing that the Bnasian milita^r 
forces in the east are not povrerftu 
enough to enforce her demands. The 
foreign warships are assembling at the 
ports of Japan and the federal v ease ln 
nave been ordered to prepare for emer- 
gencies. " 

Spain Haa AUo I'rotested. 
London, May 1.— A dispatch to The 
Times from Parie says tliat The Temps 
publishes a Ht. Petersburg dispatch 
stating that Bpain has joined Russia, 
Germany and France in the protest 
against the Chinese- Japanese treaty of 
peace. 

Chlim Will Katify. 

London, May ).— A dispatch received 
here from Shanghai says it is believed 
in official circles there that China has 
notified Japan that she intends to ratify 
the treaty of peace.

ARRANGED MIS 

A Woman Shot Down li.v Her HuibMMl 

Who Aftrr-rtHKl KIIIh HImselt 

Bkazil. Iiid., .May 1. — An atrocious 
murder occurred yesterday, which 
caused tho greatest excitement. At 7 
o'clock James Young, janitor at the 
ooorthoiue, was seen on horseback, gal- 
loping wildly south from* here. At 9 
o'clock he came dashing into the city 
and ran hastily to his room iu the base- 
ment of the courthouse. An instant 
later he called County Recorder Keyser 
to the speakiuf^ tube and bade him 
goodby. Immediately two pistol shots 
rang out in tpiick succossion. When 
Young's room, No. ;iS, wa.s reached, he 
was found dead upon his bed, a smok- 
ing pistol lying on each side of him, 
while his clothing was on tire. He had 
placed a revolver on eaoh tide of his 

stomach ami tired. 

Before young's body was cold an of- 
ficer rode up to arrest iiiui, stating a 
message had just been received from 
Hoi isicrville, four miles south of here, 
stating th.it he h.iil murdered his wife. 
Voung and hi.- wife ijuarrcicci and sep- 
arated last January, and he accused her 
of infidelity, swe.iriiip he would kill her 
and himself. V'esterday he borrowed 
the two revolvers and rode to the home 
of Mrs. King, his^wife's uiother, on a 
farm south of Hoosicrvillo. His wife 
saw him coining, and she stepped out 
on the porch to meet him. 'Without a 
word he drew a revolver and shot her 
through the heart. He then stooped 
over her prostrated body and fired two 
more bolls into her breast. He then 
sprang on his horse, rodo to tte dty and 
killed himself. 

Young was 50 years old and his wife 
46. They have no children. Young 
was always regarded as a harmless fel- 
low and a braggart, but no attention 
was paid to the threats against his wife 
and himself. It dev^ops that he hod 
seen an undertaker Monday night and 
arranged for tlie burial of his body.

1 see, from long articles in the BrLLKTiM 
of the 23n) and 24tb, that Mr. Cake is 
not pleased with my review of hia " Half 
hoar Talks." In this I am not disap- 
pointed. I did not write to please him. 
If a man with the small-pox were to ap- 
pear on the streets of MsyiTille, men 
would not do wliat they thought would 
please him, but what they thought would 
protect the people. Mr ezpoaare of 
Mr. Cake's pretentions jirnorance of the 
Bible was deliberately intended to pro- 
tect fMm his evil influence that portion 
of the people who were beini? misled by 
him. I attempted to follow a rule which 
I find in my Bible from the pen of 
tiolomon, and which the reader will find 
in Prov. xxvi., 5. Whether 1 applied 
the rale Buecesafully, I will leav* for my 
readers, not Mr. Cake, to judf?e. 

I think it would have been far better 
for Mr. Cake personally if he had followed 
the advice of his " true triends, persons 
of character and culture," and made no 
reply ; for his attempt at reply, as those 
friends probably anticipated, will only 
add to the exposure to which he has al- 
ready been subjected. 

1. The reader of his articles cannot 
foil to have observed that he hM made 
noattempt whatever to defend himself, 
«zoept at a few points of minor impor- 
tance. Even his most inescaiablebian- 
ders in quoting comraonplace figures and 
foeta of the Bible, are admitted, with the 
•ingle exception of a typographical error 
which made him Bay Enoch where he 
wrote Enoe. Now, if tie had not at- 
tempted • rejoihder, some of his ad- 
miren might bt/r* tbooffht that Ue wtUd 
deiand himself iJf he would ; but as hi has 
replied without even an attempt at an 
adequate defenw, thejr know thai he 
cannot make it 

'2. These two essays, though written 
with gieaiter caution than the "Talks," 
aM mikfbtmd eicbiMtieii of hla igno- 
rance on the subjects which he presumes 
to treat. Ue is ignorant of the meaning 
of wamom worda which he uses. He 
••yi, "If any conception I may hold of 
Christianity is of the sort that, footers or 
necessitatea the reeoft to epitheta, I will 
feel obligated to renounce at once that 
conception of Christianity." If he will 
look into his dictionary be will find that 
an epithet is " An adjective expressing 
some especial appropriate quality or 
attribute ;" but in liis ignorance \ui pro- 
poses to give up his conception of Chris 
tianity if it prompts him to oae one. He 
is not aware that the word criteria is the 
plural of criterion, for he speaks of 
"a criteria." He might as well say, a 
mules, or a horses. He speaks learnedly 
of Muu Lewis as having found a .'Syriau 
manoaoript at Moont Sinai, " presumed 
ti belong to about A. D. 170 " ; when it 
was a Hyriac Manuscript, found by Mrx. 
Lewis; and Archdeacon Farra, with the 
approval of experts, puts its date at about 
the beginning of itiefijth century, A. D. 
(See the first article in the Expositor 
for January, '96). Ue says, "Textual 
eriUciam aasnmea the Bible to be the 
Word of God ;" yet Honie of the textual 
critics, but not the great ones, have been 
rationaliats like himself. Ha ia ao igno- 
rant a.s to think that " Luke says he was 
not inspired," because he claims to have 
" traead the course of all things from the 
first;" not knowing that such tracing can 
be done by an inspired man as well as 
by one whoia oninapired, and far better. 
He pronounces the apostle John's words 
about him who should take from or add 
to the words of his prophecy, " localisms 
and idiosyncrasies of this Son of Thunder," 
showing that he does not know what 
localisms and idiosyncrasies are. In the 
aame connection he shows how ignorant 
he is aboat the dates of the New Testa- 
ment books by saving, " oue-half the 
books of the New Testament were un- 
written when John nttered these corses;" 
whereas, even at the earliest date as- 
signed to the book of. lievelation by ra- 
tionaliats themselves, the year 68, all of 
Paul's epistles, the first three Gospels, 
Acts of Apostles, and the epistles of 
Peter and James had bean writtan,-^!!) 
oat of the 27 books. 

If Mr. Oake had followed the advice of 
hia friends who are " men of character 
aaA caltare," he would not have added 
thus to his exhibitions of igneranoe.
